“(G) how the State will make public the
methods or criteria the State or its local edu-

may include how such agency will identify and
support, including through professional develop-
ment, training, and technical assistance, local
educational agencies and schools that have high
levels  of  seclusion and  restraint  or
disproportionality in rates of seclusion and re-
straint;

“(I) how the State educational agency will
address school discipline issues, which may in-
clude how such agency will identify and sup-
port, including through professional develop-
ment, training, and technical assistance, local
educational agencies and schools that have high
levels of exclusionary discipline or
disproportionality in rates of exclusionary dis-
cipline;

“(J) how the State educational agency will
address school climate issues, which may in-
clude providing technical assistance on effective
strategies to reduce the incidence of school vio-
lence, bullying, harassment, drug and alcohol

use and abuse, and rates of chronic absenteeism
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(including both excused and unexcused ab-
sences);

“(K) how the State determines, with timely
and meaningful consultation with local edu-
cational agencies representing the geographic
diversity of the State, the timelines and annual
coals for progress necessary to move English
learners from the lowest levels of English pro-
ficiency to the State-defined proficient level in
a State-determined number of years, including
an assurance that such goals will be based on
students’ initial language proficiency when first
identified as an KEnglish learner and may take
into account the amount of time that an indi-
vidual child has been enrolled in a language
program and grade level;

“(Li) the steps a State educational agency
will take to ensure collaboration with the State
agency responsible for administering the State
plans under parts B and E of title IV of the
Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 621 et seq. and
670 et seq.) to ensure the educational stability
of children in foster care, including assurances

that—
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“(i) any such child enrolls or remains
in such child’s school of origin, unless a
determination 1s made that it is not in
such child’s best interest to attend the
school of origin, which decision shall be
based on all factors relating to the child’s
best interest, including consideration of the
appropriateness of the current educational
setting and the proximity to the school in
which the child is enrolled at the time of
placement;

“(i1) when a determination is made
that it is not in such child’s best interest
to remain in the school of origin, the child
18 1mmediately enrolled in a new school,
even 1f the child is unable to produce
records normally required for enrollment;

“(i11) the enrolling school shall imme-
diately contact the school last attended by
any such child to obtain relevant academic
and other records; and

“(iv) the State educational agency will
designate an employee to serve as a point
of contact for child welfare agencies and to

oversee implementation of the State agency
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responsibilities required under this sub-
paragraph, and such point of contact shall
not be the State’s Coordinator for Edu-
cation of Homeless Children and Youths
under section 722(d)(3) of the McKinney-
Vento Homeless Assistance Act;

“(M) how the State will ensure the unique

needs of students at all levels of schooling are

met, particularly students in the middle grades

and high school, including how the State will

work with local educational agencies to—
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“(1) assist 1n the identification of mid-
dle grades and high school students who
are at-risk of dropping out, such as
through the continuous use of student data
related to measures such as attendance,
student suspensions, course performance,
and, postsecondary credit accumulation
that results in actionable steps to inform
and differentiate instruction and support;

“(i1) ensure effective student transi-
tions from elementary school to middle
orades and middle grades to high school,
such as by aligning curriculum and sup-

“(iv) provide professional development

“(v) implement any other evidence-
based strategies or activities that the State
determines appropriate for addressing the
unique needs of such students;

“(N) how the State educational agency will

provide support to local educational agencies for

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“(0) how the State educational agency will
demonstrate a coordinated plan to seamlessly
transition students from secondary school into
postsecondary education or careers without re-
mediation, including a description of the spe-
cific transition activities that the State edu-
cational agency will carry out, such as providing
students with access to early college high school
or dual or concurrent enrollment opportunities;

“(P) if applicable, whether the State con-
ducts periodic assessments of the condition of
elementary school and secondary school facili-
ties in the State, which may include an assess-
ment of the age of the facility and the state of
repair of the facility;

“(Q) if applicable, how the State edu-
cational agency will provide support to local
educational agencies for the education of chil-
dren facing substance abuse in the home, which
may include how such agency will provide pro-
fessional development, training, and technical
assistance to local educational agencies, elemen-
tary schools, and secondary schools in commu-

nities with high rates of substance abuse; and
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“(R) any other information on how the

State proposes to use funds under this part to

meet the purposes of this part, and that the

State determines appropriate to provide, which

may include how the State educational agency

will—
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“(1) assist local educational agencies
in identifying and serving gifted and tal-
ented students;

“(11) assist local educational agencies
in developing effective school library pro-
orams to provide students an opportunity
to develop digital literacy skills and to help
ensure that all students graduate from
high school prepared for postsecondary
education or the workforce without the
need for remediation;

“(ii1) encourage the offering of a vari-
ety of well-rounded education experiences
to students; and

“(iv) use funds under this part to
support efforts to expand and replicate
successful practices from high-performing
charter schools, magnet schools, and tradi-

tional public schools.
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“(2) ASSURANCES.—Each State plan shall pro-
an assurance that—

“(A) the State educational agency will no-
tify local educational agencies, Indian tribes
and tribal organizations, schools, teachers, par-
ents, and the public of the challenging State
academic standards, academic assessments, and
State accountability system, developed under
this section;

“(B) the State educational agency will as-
sist each local educational agency and school af-
fected by the State plan to meet the require-
ments of this part;

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ance provided to local educational agencies on
data collection, and will evaluate the need to
upgrade or change the system and to provide
additional support to help minimize the burden
on local educational agencies related to report-
ing data required for the annual State report
card described in subsection (d)(1) and annual
local educational agency report cards deseribed
in subsection (d)(2); and

“(N) the State educational agency will pro-
vide the information described in clauses (ii),

public in an easily accessible and user-friendly
manner that can be cross-tabulated by, at a
minimum, each major racial and ethnic group,
egender, English proficiency, and students with
or without disabilities, which—

and the annual report to the Sec-

retary under paragraph (5), available
on a single webpage of the State edu-
cational agency’s website.

“(11) ENSURING PRIVACY.—No State
report card required under this paragraph
shall include any personally identifiable in-
formation about any student. Kach such
report card shall be consistent with the
privacy protections under section 444 of
the General Education Provisions Act (20
U.S.C. 1232¢g, commonly known as the
‘Family Educational Rights and Privacy
Act of 19747).

“(C) MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS.—Each

State report card required under this subsection

shall include the following information:

(b)(3)(A), and for purposes of subclause
(IT), homeless status and status as a child
in  foster care, except that such
disageregation shall not be required in a
case in which the number of students in a
category 1s insufficient to yield statistically
reliable information or the results would
reveal personally identifiable information

prior to the beginning of the school year but are

“SEC. 1113. ELIGIBLE SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AREAS;

“(a) ELIGIBLE SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AREAS.

“(1) DETERMINATION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A local educational
agency shall use funds received under this part
only in eligible school attendance areas.

AREAS.—In this part—

“(1) the term ‘school attendance area’
means, in relation to a particular school,
the geographical area in which the children

who are normally served by that school re-

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“(11) the term ‘eligible school attend-
ance area’ means a school attendance area
i which the percentage of children from
low-income families is at least as high as
the percentage of children from low-income
families served by the local educational
agency as a whole.

“(C) RANKING ORDER.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as pro-
vided in clause (11), if funds allocated in ac-
cordance with paragraph (3) are insuffi-
cient to serve all eligible school attendance
areas, a local educational agency shall—

“(I) annually rank, without re-

card to grade spans, such agency’s el-
igible school attendance areas in
which the concentration of children
from low-income families exceeds 75
percent, or exceeds 50 percent in the

“(i1)  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS.
measuring the number of students in low-
income families in secondary schools, the
local educational agency shall use the same
measure of poverty, which shall be—

“(I) the calculation described
under clause (i); or

“(IT) an accurate estimate of the
number of students in low-income
families in a secondary school that is
calculated by applying the average
percentage of students in low-income
families of the elementary school at-
tendance areas as calculated under
clause (1) that feed into the secondary
school to the number of students en-
rolled in such school.

“(F) EXCEPTION.—This subsection shall

not apply to a local educational agency with a

total enrollment of less than 1,000 children.
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“(Gd)  WAIVER FOR DESEGREGATION

PLANS.

The Secretary may approve a local
educational agency’s written request for a waiv-
er of the requirements of this paragraph and
paragraph (3) and permit such agency to treat
as eligible, and serve, any school that children

“(3) SCHOOL INTERVENTION AND SUPPORT

STRATEGIES.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—Consistent with sub-
section (a)(1) and paragraph (1), a local edu-

cational agency shall develop and implement

1002(f) for a fiscal year, the Secretary shall
award grants to States and the Bureau of In-
dian Education of the Department of the Inte-
rior, through an allotment as determined under
subparagraph (B), to carry out the activities
described in this subsection.

“(B)  ALLOTMENTS.—From the total

amount appropriated under section 1002(f) for
a fiscal year, the Secretary shall allot to each
State, the Bureau of Indian Education of the
Department of the Interior, and each outlying
area for such fiscal year with an approved ap-
plication, an amount that bears the same rela-
tionship to such total amount as the amount
such State, the Bureau of Indian Education of
the Department of the Interior, or such out-

lying area received under parts A, C, and D of
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this title for the most recent preceding fiscal
yvear for which the data are available bears to
the amount received by all such States, the Bu-
reau of Indian Education of the Department of
the Interior, and all such outlying areas under
parts A, C, and D of this title for such most
recent preceding fiscal year.

“(2) STATE APPLICATION.—A State (including,

for the purpose of this paragraph, the Bureau of In-
dian Education) that desires to receive school inter-
vention and support funds under this subsection
shall submit an application to the Secretary at such
time and in such manner as the Secretary may re-

quire, which shall include a description of—

“(A) the process and the criteria that the
State will use to award subgrants under para-
oraph (4)(A), including how the subgrants will
serve schools identified by the State as the low-
est-performing schools under subsection (a)(1);

“(B) the process and the criteria the State

will use subgrants to serve such schools;

“(F) how the State will monitor and evalu-
ate the implementation of evidence-based school
intervention and support strategies supported
by funds under this subsection; and

“(G) how the State will reduce barriers for
schools in the implementation of school inter-
vention and support strategies, including by

providing operational flexibility that would en-
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able complete 1mplementation of the selected
school intervention and support strategy.

“(3) STATE ADMINISTRATION; TECHNICAL AS-

SISTANCE; EXCEPTION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A State that receives
an allotment under this subsection may reserve
not more than a total of 5 percent of such allot-
ment for the administration of this subsection
to carry out its responsibilities under subsection
(a)(3) to support school and local educational
agency interventions and supports, which may
include activities aimed at building State capac-
ity to support and monitor the local educational
agency and school intervention and supports.

to State educational agencies that have submitted applica-

“(I) a desceription of the State’s policies for
inclusion of English learners and children with
disabilities participating in assessments, includ-
ing developing and promoting the use of appro-
priate accommodations.

“(4) LOCAL ASSESSMENT DESCRIPTION.—An
audit of a local assessment conducted under para-
oeraph (1) shall include a description of the local as-

“(A) how educators, school leaders, and
administrators use assessment data to improve
and differentiate instruction;

able format for educators, school leaders, par-

“(D) the opportunities, resources, and
training educators and administrators are given
to review assessment results and make effective
use of assessment data;

“(E) the distribution of technological re-
sources and personnel necessary to administer
assessments;

“(F) the amount of time educators spend
on assessment preparation;

“(G) the assessments that administrators,
educators, parents, and students, if appropriate,
do and do not find useful;

“(H) the amount of time students spend
taking the assessments; and

“(I) other information as appropriate.

“(6) STATE PLAN ON AUDIT FINDINGS.

“(A) PREPARING THE STATE PLAN.—Not
later than 6 months after a State conducts an
audit under paragraph (1) and based on the re-
sults of such audit, the State shall, in coordina-

(a) ESTABLISHMENT OF A COMMITTEE ON STUDENT

to be known as the “Student Privacy Policy Committee”
(referred to in this section as the “Committee’).

(b) MEMBERSHIP.—

(1) CoMPOSITION.—The Committee shall be
composed of—

(B) not less than 8 and not more than 13
individuals appointed by the Comptroller Gen-

eral of the United States, representing—

formation;

(iv) education technology leaders in
the State or a local educational agency;

(v) experts with practical experience
dealing with data privacy management at
the State or local level;

(vi) experts with a backeground in aca-
demia or research in data privacy and edu-
cation data; and

(vii) education technology providers

and education data storage providers; and

(C) 4 members appointed by
(i) the majority leader of the Senate;
(i1) the minority leader of the Senate;
(111) the Speaker of the House of Rep-
resentatives; and
(iv) the minority leader of the House
of Representatives.
(D) CHAIRPERSON.—The Committee shall

select a Chairperson from among its members.
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(E) VACANCIES.—Any vacancy in the
Committee shall not affect the powers of the
Committee and shall be filled in the same man-
ner as an initial appointment deseribed in sub-
paragraphs (A) through (C).

(¢) MEETINGS.—The Committee shall hold, at the

call of the Chairperson, not less than 5 meetings before
completing the study required under subsection (e) and
the report required under subsection (f).

(d) PERSONNEL MATTERS.—

(1) COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS.—Each mem-

ber of the Committee shall serve without compensa-
tion in addition to any such compensation received
for the member’s service as an officer or employee
of the United States, if applicable.

(2) TRAVEL EXPENSES.—The members of the
Committee shall be allowed travel expenses, includ-
ing per diem in lieu of subsistence, at rates author-
ized for employees of agencies under subchapter 1 of
chapter 57 of title 5, United States Code, while
away from their homes or regular places of business
in the performance of services for the Committee.

(e) DuTIES OF THE COMMITTEE.—
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(1) STuDY.—The Committee shall conduct a
study on the effectiveness of Federal laws and en-
forcement mechanisms of—

(A) student privacy; and

(B) parental rights to student information.
(2) RECOMMENDATIONS.—Based on the find-

ings of the study under paragraph (1), the Com-
mittee shall develop recommendations addressing
issues of student privacy and parental rights and
how to improve and enforce Kederal laws regarding
student privacy and parental rights, including rec-
ommendations that—

(A) provide or update standard definitions,
if needed, for relevant terms related to student
privacy, imcluding—

(1) education record;

(i1) personally identifiable information;

(iii) ageregated, de-identified, or
anonymized data;

(iv) third-party; and

(v) educational purpose;

(B) 1dentify—

(1) which Federal laws should be up-

dated; and
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(i1) the appropriate Federal enforce-
ment authority to execute the laws identi-
fied in clause (1);

(C) address the sharing of data in an in-
creasingly technological world, including—

(1) evaluations of protections in place
for student data when it i1s used for re-
search purposes;

(i1) establishing best practices for any
entity that is charged with handling, or
that comes into contact with, student edu-
cation records;

(111) ensuring that identifiable data
cannot be used to target students for ad-
vertising or marketing purposes; and

(iv) establishing best practices for
data deletion and minimization;

(D) discuss transparency and parental ac-
cess to personal student information by estab-
lishing best practices for—

(i) ensuring parental knowledge of
any entity that stores or accesses their stu-
dent’s information;

(i1) parents to amend, delete, or mod-

ify their student’s information; and
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(iii) a central designee in a State or a
political subdivision of a State who can
oversee transparency and serve as a point
of contact for interested parties;

(E) establish best practices for the local
entities who handle student privacy, which may
include professional development for those who
come into contact with identifiable data; and

(F) discuss how to improve coordination
between Federal and State laws.

(f) REPORT.—Not later than 270 days after the date
of enactment of this Act, the Committee shall prepare and
submit a report to the Secretary of Education and to Con-
oress containing the findings of the study under sub-
section (e)(1) and the recommendations developed under
subsection (e)(2).

SEC. 1019. REPORT ON STUDENT HOME ACCESS TO DIGITAL
LEARNING RESOURCES.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 18 months after
the date of enactment of this Act, the Director of the In-
stitute of KEducation Sciences, in consultation with rel-
evant Federal agencies, shall complete a national study on
the educational trends and behaviors associated with ac-

(4) data associated with the barriers to stu-

dents acquiring home Internet access;
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(5) data associated with the proportion of edu-
cators who assign homework or implement innova-
tive learning models that require or are substantially
augmented by a student having home Internet ac-
cess and the frequency of the need for such access;

(6) a description of the learning behaviors asso-
clated with students who lack home Internet access,
including—

(A) student participation in the classroom,
including the ability to complete homework and
participate in innovative learning models;

(B) student engagement, through such
measures as attendance rates and chronic ab-
senteeism; and

(C) a student’s ability to apply for employ-
ment, postsecondary education, and financial
aid programs;

(7) an analysis of the how a student’s lack of
home Internet access impacts the instructional prac-
tice of educators, including—

(A) the extent to which educators alter in-
structional methods, resources, homework as-
signments, and curriculum in order to accom-
modate differing levels of home Internet access;

and
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(B) strategies employed by educators,
school leaders, and administrators to address
the differing levels of home Internet access
among students; and
(8) a description of the ways in which State
educational agencies, local educational agencies,
schools, and other entities, including through part-
nerships, have developed effective means to provide
students with Internet access outside of the school
day.

(b) PUBLIC DISSEMINATION.—The Director of the

Institute of Education Sciences shall widely disseminate

the findings of the study under this section—

(1) in a timely fashion;

(2) in a form that is understandable, easily ac-
cessible, and publicly available and usable, or adapt-
able for use in, the improvement of educational prac-
tice;

(3) through electronic transfer and other
means, such as posting, as available, to the website
of the Institute of Education Sciences, or the De-
partment of Education; and

(4) to all State educational agencies and other
recipients of funds under part D of title IV of the

Elementary and Secondary Kducation Act of 1965.
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(¢) DEFINITION OF DIGITAL LEARNING.—In this

section, the term “digital learning”’—

(1) has the meaning given the term in section

tively uses technology to strengthen a student’s
learning experience within and outside of the class-
room and at home, which may include the use of
digital learning content, video, software, and other

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“(1) SCHOOL LEADER RESIDENCY PROGRAM.—

“(f) STEM INSTRUCTION AND STUDENT ACHIEVE-
MENT.—For the purposes of carrying out part K, there
are authorized to be appropriated such sums as may be

necessary for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021.
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“PART A—FUND FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF
TEACHING AND LEARNING
“SEC. 2101. FORMULA GRANTS TO STATES.

“(a) RESERVATION OF FUNDS.—From the total

amount appropriated under section 2003(a) for a fiscal

vear, the Secretary shall reserve
“(1) one-half of 1 percent for allotments for the
United States Virgin Islands, Guam, American
Samoa, and the Commonwealth of the Northern
Mariana Islands, to be distributed among those out-
lying areas on the basis of their relative need, as de-
termined by the Secretary, in accordance with the
purpose of this title; and

“(C) PERCENTAGE REDUCTION.—For each
of fiscal years 2016 through 2021, the amount
in subparagraph (A) shall be reduced by a per-
centage equal to the product of 14.29 percent
and the number of years between the fiscal year
for which the determination is being made and
fiscal year 2015.

“(2) ALLOTMENT OF ADDITIONAL FUNDS.—
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“(A) IN GENERAL.—Subject to subpara-

oraph (B), for any fiscal year for which the

funds appropriated under section 2003(a) and

not reserved under subsection (a) exceed the

total amount required to make allotments under

paragraph (1), the Secretary shall allot to each

State the sum of—

“(1) an amount that bears the same
relationship to 20 percent of the excess
amount as the number of individuals age 5

“(11) an amount that bears the same
relationship to 80 percent of the excess
amount as the number of individuals age 5

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“(B) EXCEPTION.—No State receiving an
allotment under subparagraph (A) may receive
less than one-half of 1 percent of the total ex-
cess amount allotted under such subparagraph
for a fiscal year.

CAL YEARS.—For fiscal year 2022 and each of the
succeeding fiscal years, the Secretary shall allot
funds appropriated under section 2003(a) and not
reserved under subsection (a) to each State in ac-
cordance with paragraph (2).

“(4) REALLOTMENT.—If any State does not
apply for an allotment under this subsection for any
fiscal year, the Secretary shall reallot the amount of
the allotment to the remaining States in accordance

with this subsection.

“(¢) STATE USE OF FUNDS.

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided for
under paragraph (3), each State that receives an al-
lotment under subsection (b) for a fiscal year shall
reserve not less than 95 percent of such allotment
to make subgrants to local educational agencies for
such fiscal year, as deseribed in section 2102.

“(2) STATE ADMINISTRATION.—A State edu-

cational agency may use not more than 1 percent of
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the amount allotted to such State under subsection
(b) for the administrative costs of carrying out such
State educational agency’s responsibilities under this
part.
“(3) PRINCIPALS AND OTHER SCHOOL LEAD-

ERS.—Notwithstanding paragraph (1) and in addi-

tion to funds otherwise available for activities under
paragraph (4), a State educational agency may re-
serve not more than 3 percent of the amount re-
served for subgrants to local educational agencies
under paragraph (1) for activities for principals and
other school leaders described in paragraph (4), if
such reservation would not result in a lower alloca-
tion to local educational agencies under section

ceding fiscal year.

“(4) STATE ACTIVITIES.

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The State educational
agency for a State that receives an allotment
under subsection (b) may use funds not re-
served under paragraph (1) to carry out 1 or
more of the activities described in subparagraph
(B), which may be implemented in conjunction
with a State agency of higher education (if such

agencies are separate) and carried out through
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a grant or contract with a for-profit or non-
profit entity, including an institution of higher
education.

“(B) TYPES OF STATE ACTIVITIES.—The
activities described in this subparagraph are the
following:

“(i) Reforming teacher, principal, and
other school leader certification, recertifi-
cation, licensing, or tenure systems or
preparation program standards and ap-
proval processes to ensure that—

“(I) teachers have the necessary
subject-matter knowledge and teach-
ing skills, as demonstrated through
measures determined by the State,
which may include teacher perform-
ance assessments, in the academic
subjects that the teachers teach to
help students meet challenging State
academic standards described in sec-
tion 1111(b)(1);

“(IT) principals and other school
leaders have the instructional leader-

ship skills to help teachers teach and
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to help students meet such chal-
lenging State academic standards; and
“(IIT) teacher certification or li-
censing requirements are aligned with
such challenging State academic
standards.

“(i1) Developing, improving, or pro-
viding assistance to local educational agen-
cies to support the design and implementa-
tion of teacher, principal, and other school
leader evaluation and support systems that
are based 1 part on evidence of student
academic achievement, which may include
student growth, and shall include multiple
measures of educator performance and
provide clear, timely, and useful feedback
to teachers, principals, and other schools

leaders, such as by

“(I) developing and dissemi-
nating high-quality evaluation tools,
such as classroom observation rubrics,
and methods, including training and
auditing, for ensuring inter-rater reli-

ability of evaluation results;
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“(IT) developing and providing
training to principals, other school
leaders, coaches, mentors, and eval-
uators on how to accurately differen-
tiate performance, provide useful and
timely feedback, and use evaluation

“(iv) Carrying out programs that es-
tablish, expand, or improve alternative
routes for State certification of teachers
(especially for teachers of children with
disabilities, English learners, science, tech-
nology, engineering, mathematics, or other
areas where the State demonstrates a

shortage of educators), principals, and

other school leaders, for
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“(I) individuals with a bacca-
laureate or master’s degree, or other
advanced degree;

“(IT)  mid-career professionals
from other occupations;

“(III) paraprofessionals;

“(IV) former military personnel;
and

“(V) recent graduates of institu-
tions of higher education with recor
